30th* Virginia die varieties are still In "virgin" state as 
no one has found a new variety - yet, I expect you to, of course , 
The one you sent me which you thought was new resulted In a tragic 
disclosure. In mounting the photographs on my plates, and it 
could be either my own error or A,N,S*s error as they remounted 
then, reverse Z and reverse N were switched, as you can see from 
the number of strings in the harp. You can understand how a 
Z, turned sideways, looks like an N, or vice versa. Please ad* 
just your book accordingly. The coin you sent me is 5-Z* 

As far as comparative rarities are concerned, it is most diffi- 
cult to ascertain this Information as I must conclude that all 
of the varieties which were In the Cohen hoard are common and the 
others nay or may not bo, I have seen many from the Cohen hoard 
but have never seen certain varieties* I will have to restudy 
my notes and make you a list at the first opportunity as it 
would moan nothing to me and will be helpful to you* As you 
know, A,N,S, is not Impressed by matters relating to the commer- 
cial value of coins and you are, by necessity. 

The specimen of 9-B Is a slight Improvement over mine and I 
would like to acquire It, The reason why the picture of my 9-B 
was so poor Is because they refused to let me change pictures or 
make any other changes to the plates because they said there 
was no time* I had at least 10 changes to the plates which I 
desired to make. 

The two counterfeit halfpence which you sent were both known to 
me, the 1788 being the only variety known of that year* It was 
definitely made In Hachin's Kills, In my opinion* The other one 
Is slightly better than is^ specimen of It and if you don*t care 
about the counterfeit varieties I will send you a counterfeit 
which has the identical reverse of Ryder 13 of the Vermont series

I want to admit a blunder I I Tour Hew England shilling, which 
I told you would have a rough tine, is now, in ny opinion, 
perfectly genuine* I was deceived by certain double striking* 
The obverse is definitely Hoe I. The reverse, I believe, is 
Hoe A, which has been recut because of its failure. One of 
the things done In the recutting was to grind down the sides 
of the punch so that the panel of the new coin is much smaller 
than the original panel of the punch. The Roman numeral is 
exceedingly near the outside of the punch and therefore this 
punch could not be used for long after it had been ground 
down on the sides. Will you turn this matter over in your 
mind and see whether you now agree with me? It makes better 
sense than what I said before. 

I am returning the Willow Tree shilling and I don’t think it 
makes too much importance whether this is genuine or not. It 
looks genuine to me. It cannot be a centrifugal casting. The 
coin has actually melted in one area. Its specific gravity 
checks out perfectly and its die detail is sound. I think 
your customer will be a lot happier if he knows others feel 
it is genuine. 

Other matters will proceed as soon as I can get this monograph 
off ray chest.

Another thought might be for me to borrow it, and hold it until yoii find that 
you're in N.T., and we can meet at the Metropolitan, and check their piece at 
the same time. If you like this idea, I believe that I can also borrow a 
Noe 1-Aj if yoTi don't have one, or bring one along. 

Glad that I've been able to be of some help in the way of counterfeits. Do 
you think that this is the Gr'sby 25-T & Noe I, or another one?
